Mitgliedschaft in einer "terroristi- 
schen Vereinigung" wird auf ein Jahr 
bis zehn Jahre Haft verdoppelt. 

Fur die Aburteilung der nach $ 129a 
Angeklagten sind die Staatsschutz- 
kammern der Oberlandesgerichte zu- 
ständig. Ihre Zuständigkeit wird mit 
Erweiterung des Paragraphen eben- 
falls ausgeweitet, untere Instanzen 
damit ausgeschaltet. 

Erneut soll der $ 130a ins Strafge- 
setzbuch aufgenommen werden, wo- 
nach Gefängnisstrafe bis zu drei Jah- 
ten oder Geldstrafe jedem droht, der 
schriftlich oder mündlich in der Of- 
fentlichkeit bzw. Versammlungen An- 
leitungen zu den in $ 1292 aufgeführ- 
ten Taten gibt. 

Die Bundesanwaltschaft erhält wei- 


tere Fahndungskompetenzen, und 
zwar zum einen durch die Erweiterung 
des $ 1292, zum anderen sieht das Ge- 
setz vor, daß die Bundesanwaltschaft 
künftig auch gegen “terroristische 
Vereinigungen", die ihren Sitz im Aus- 
land haben, ermitteln kann, bisher wa- 
ren die örtlichen Staatsanwaltschaf- 
ten zuständig, wenn eine Anzeige er- 
folgte. Die Absicht, künftig auch aus- 
ländische Organisationen verstärkt zu 
verfolgen, ist eindeutig. Antiimperia- 
listische Propaganda von Befreiungs- 
organisationen in der BRD soll unter- 
bunden werden, die Unterstützung von 
Kämpfen gegen die imperialistischen 
Umtriebe der BRD und anderer Staa- 
ten unmöglich gemacht werden.

Dabei kommt es nicht darauf an, ob 
der Zeuge selbst an der Vorbereitung 
von Anschlägen oder ähnlichem betei- 
ligt war — Straffreiheit oder Straf- 
minderung wird ihm auch dann zugesi- 
chert, wenn er über Angelegenheiten 
aussagt, von denen er gehört hat.

Ausländer- und Asylämter, Polizei- 
fahrzeuge und -dienststellen, Bundes- 
wehrdepots in den Terror-Katalog 


aufgenommen werden, zielt darauf, 
jeglichen Widerstand gegen reaktio- 
näre Politik zu illegalisieren. War 
schon seit einiger Zeit die Unterstüt- 
zung der Kämpfe der politischen Ge-

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ACTION DIRECTE 


Having discussed the principal sources of terrorism on the extreme right, we 
now consider terrorism on the extreme left. This has become increasingly 
important since 1979, as a new and more virulent strain of terrorism in France. 
has appeared in the form of a group calling itself Action Directe (AD) which |< 
was declared illegal in August 1982. Although the beginnings of this group are 
believed to stem from a merger of GARI (Group d’Action Révolutionnaire 
Internationaliste) and NAPAP (Noyaux Armes pour l'Autonomie Populaire); 
it has since extended both its membership and its aims to encompass broader 
sympathies on the extreme left. The principal aim of GARI had been to 
overthrow the Franco regime in Spain while NAPAP was essentially a small 
Maoist group of urban guerrillas along the lines of the Brigate Rosse in Italy 


with whom indeed it shared close links and similar tactics. 


The activities of A D'in the last three years have shown both its ruthless (in a 
French context) lack of concern for human life and its wide range of targets. 
One of the earliest themes in AD attacks was French intervention in Africa. 
This was the subject of AD leaflets distributed after an attack with automatic 


weapons on the Ministry of Overseas Co-operation in March 1980. The 


neo-colonial activities of the French government, designed to preserve her 


existing economic benefits, were condemned in general terms. French involve- 
ment in Tunisia, Chad, Djibouti and the Central African Republic were 
mentioned specifically and AD concluded by asserting that to “struggle against 
French imperialist politics in Africa” was to “struggle against the French'state 
in its world institutions”; and that now was the time “Чо take up arms against the 
slave-making state”. 

Another preoccupation for AD appears to have been unemployment. In fact 
the first incident claimed by AD was a bomb explosion at the French Employers 
Federation in Paris on 1 May 1979, but in September of the same year there 


were attacks on the Ministry of Labour and on a labour exchange in the Ile de 
France. In February 1980, two factory inspectorates were attacked. Other 
targets have included American and Jewish-owned buildings in Paris. In June 
1982, an American school at St Cloud was bombed. Although there were no 
injuries, there was considerable damage and slogans daubed on walls clearly 
linked the attack to AD. An earlier attack on the Bank of America also had the 
hallmarks of an AD incident. These events, and others, were a response to the 
visit of President Reagan to Paris. Events in the Middle East in the spring and 
summer of 1982 also caused a rash of attacks by AD. In March, the Israeli 
mission was machine-gunned and on 1 August, a diplomat at the Israeli embassy 
had his car machine-gunned. Documents seized by police at a “squat” occupied 
by AD activists clearly linked AD with Middle East terrorism and especially the 
“Waddi Haddad” dissident breakaway faction from the PLO. A communiqué 
issued by AD after the attack on the Israeli diplomat’s car confirmed the 
anti-Zionist tendency of AD which has become a pronounced feature of the 
group іп the past year. “We reject” the AD communiqué said, “genocide of 
Palestinians by Israeli troops.. . . We will not allow the Palestinian people to be 
exterminated in West Beirut.” 

Police activity against AD intensified during 1980 and generated a series of 
reprisal attacks. A police station was damaged by an AD bomb in Toulouse on 
30 March. This was obviously in response to the arrest of 28 AD suspects two 
days earlier, and was designed to counter police claims that the movement was 
broken. In early August 1980, AD mounted a raid on a police station in the 
14th arrondissement of Paris and got away with a useful haul of passports, 
identity cards and other paraphernalia essential to international terrorists 
requiring a “new identity”. An attack on the Intercontinental Hotel on 29 
August 1981, in which ten people were injured, was specifically aimed at 
persuading the authorities to release AD suspects who had not benefited from 
the new government’s recent amnesty. 

Another target, one that is peculiar to AD, is any firm connected with 
computers. In April 1980, for example, there were two attacks on computer 
firms in Toulouse. In the first, the target was Philips and the raid showed that 
the terrorists had some knowledge of computers since the machines had been 
scientifically neutralised without any visible damage. Police implicitly acknow- 
ledged this when they said the AD attackers were not vandals. Nevertheless, the 
damage was estimated at about £250,000. AD justified the attack on the 
grounds that military secrets were kept there. Only four days later, the offices of 
the computer firm CII-Honeywell-Bull Co. were destroyed in an arson attack. 
This attack, claimed by a group called Clodo (Comité Liquidant ou Détoumant 
les Ordinateurs), and under the umbrella of AD, was later “explained” in a 
statement asserting that computers were “the favoured tool of people who 
dominate. They serve to exploit, to document, to control and to punish”. 

What kind of movement is AD? Its membership is unusual in two respects for 
a terrorist group operating in France: the high proportions of foreigners and 
women, respectively, who play a leading role in the organisation. In one of AD's 
earliest actions, the bank raid at Condé sur L'Escaut (Nord) on 28 August 
1979, the gang had participants from Italy and Spain as well as France. In the 
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Brigate Rosse and wanted in connection with the murder of Aldo Moro) among 
the 28 suspects held. Ata “squat” raided by police in the 20th arrondissement 
in April 1982, an Algerian was held. Among the leading fifteen AD members 
indicted in the State Security Court on 4 April 1980, five were female. 
Eye-witnesses have, on several occasions, reported the part played by female 
terrorists in AD attacks. The best known of the AD women is Nathalie Menigon 
who, with her colleague, Marc Rouillan, evaded police capture until September 
1980. She first came to public attention in the March 1980 attack on the 
Ministry of Overseas Co-operation when eye-witnesses saw her, with an 
accomplice, fire 30 bullets from an automatic weapon and, when her gun 
jammed, calmly fit a new clip and resume the attack. The nature of this, and 
other similar attacks, where women have played leading roles, underlines the 
similarity and close links between AD and other urban guerrilla movementse.g. 
Baader-Meinhof. Definite links between AD and the two Italian groups. 
Brigate Rosse and Prima Linea, and the Basque separatist movement Euskadi 
ta Askatasuna (ETA), were uncovered by the police in raids on AD “safe” 
houses in Paris, and in the Ardeche, in 1980. 

The international links between AD and other European groups underline 
an important fact about its structure. It is not a tightly-knit or coherent 
organisation. On the contrary, it is a network of “groupuscules” with broadly 
left views and centrifugal links with both ‘‘ideological” and “separatist” 
organisations abroad. Indeed, the links sometimes become so close as to 
become examples of ‘dual membership”. In other words, some members of 
AD are members of other foreign groups temporarily “resting” in France. The 
“network” structure of AD is expressed in the various names used by 
“groupuscules” operating under the AD “umbrella”: among the best known of 
these sous-groupes, besides Clodo (already mentioned in connection with the 
computer attacks at Toulouse) are Jeune, Taupe (Young Mole); Casse-Noix 
(Nutcrackers); Moutons Enragés (Angry Sheep). The members of AD tend to 
be young and unemployed but they are rarely uneducated. Among AD 
members appearing in court in April 1980, occupations cited included a 
student, a plumber, a pharmacist, a compositor and more than one bank 
employee. 

The AD “network” draws on an unusually wide assortment of ideological 
themes normally associated with the extreme left. As we have seen, its targets 
included computer firms, labour exchanges, police stations, a hotel, banks, and 
various agencies concerned with overseas trade, aid and development. An 
explosion at Orly airport on 12 June 1980, in which seven immigrant workers 
were injured, is normally attributed to AD but seems to have been something of 
an aberration. Possibly, the explosives, hidden in left luggage lockers, were 
either in transit or awaiting collection. 

AD has never been short of either money or equipment. The bank raid at 
Condé L'Escaut in August 1979 had netted the organisation 16 million francs in 
unused notes. Weapons used in AD attacks suggest ready access to sources 
outside France. In April 1982, an AD arms cache in the 20th arrondissement 
included machine-guns, pistols, revolvers, and bullet-proof vests. In September

Extreme left-wing activists have operated under numerous names in 
France, but in 1979 Action Directe (AD) was created from the remnants 
of previous groups weakened by repeated arrests. Since its formation, 
AD has attacked French, American, Israeli, and Jewish interests in its 
self-declared campaign against “imperialism and capitalism.” Members 
have also been involved in both violent and nonviolent protests and 
demonstrations on issues as diverse as nuclear weapons, nuclear 
energy, squatters’ rights, workers’ rights, the environment, and just 
about anything that could be called antigovernment. Their early 
actions were directed mainly against government buildings in Paris. 
After the massive arrests and convictions of members in March and 
April of 1980, AD was believed to have been neutralized, but when the 
socialist government came to power in May 1981, the incarcerated 
activists benefited from the presidential amnesty for political crimes. 
Shortly after they were freed, in August 1981, they set about to reor- 
ganize the group, refocus their efforts, and internationalize their cause. 
The group began to attack not only French, but American and Israeli 
targets as well. The focus on the latter gained particular impetus from 
the Israeli invasion of Lebanon in June 1982. 

There have also been persistent indications of links between AD and 
various other transnational organizations. In addition to the ties 
known to exist with Spanish, Italian, and German groups, AD has been 
developing even closer relationships with mysterious actors from the 
Middle East. Speculation on their identity has included Carlos,” the 
Syrians, the Iranians, the PLO, and even PLO rejectionists. To date, 
the activities of the Lebanese Armed Revolutionary Faction (LARF), a 
group active only in France, have provided the hardest evidence of 
these links, for there are cases of possible dual membership in AD and 
LARF. AD has strong ideological ties with this group, has provided 
logistical support, and has participated in its actions. For example, in 
1982, a machine-gun attack against an official Israeli arms-purchasing 
mission and a similar action against the Israeli consulate in Paris were 
both claimed by LARF, but authorities using ballistics tests later 
traced the Sten gun used in both attacks to AD. LARF had earlier 


claimed responsibility for the attempted assassination of U.S. chargé 
d'affaires Christian Chapman in November 1981, and the murder o 
Charles Ray, a U.S. military attaché, in January 1982. Later attacks in 
1982 included the assassination of an Israeli diplomat, Yacov Bar- 
simantov, in April, the attempted car-bomb assassination of the U.S. 
commercial advisor, Roderick Grant, in August (which resulted in the 
deaths of two French bomb-disposal experts); and a similar attempt on 
the life of the Israeli commercial officer in September. AD continued 
its own low-level bombings concurrently with the activities of LARF, 
and occasionally claimed, then promptly disclaimed, the LARF actions. 
A police crackdown in August literally incapacitated the group; no 
further activity was carried out by AD or by LARF during 1982, 
although AD’s leader, Jean-Marc Rouillan, and other key members 


the activities of both AD and LARF. The ties between the two groups 
were further illustrated by acts of vandalism and graffiti expressing 
solidarity with Oriach. In June 1983, Oriach was condemned to six 
years in prison for his supposed participation in the previous year’s ter- 
rorist actions. Authorities felt confident that AD and LARF were 
finally incapacitated. 

Late 1983, however, witnessed something of a revival of AD with a 
full complement of new “causes” for the “struggle.” Numerous actions 
took place from August through December of 1983. Government and 
national defense buildings in Paris were bombed to protest French 
troops in Chad; churches and other religious buildings were bombed 
because “if the Catholic church wishes bombs, it will get them.” In 
mid-December, the group claimed the bizarre theft from a basilica in 
Paris of a tunic believed by French Catholics to have been worn by 
Christ, the purpose of the theft being to extort a ransom of $35,000, to 
be paid to Poland’s Solidarity union. 

AD, in chameleon fashion, rapidly refocuses on the most attractive 


claim of responsibility for a fatal bombing of the U.S. and Algerian 
stands at the International Trade Fair in Marseilles in October. The 
Armenian Orly Group and the Charles Martel Group also took credit 
for the attack, which left one dead and 26 wounded. 

ЗАЩО known as Dich Ramirez Sanchez, or simply “the Jackal,” Carlos is well known 
for his activities as an international terrorist for hire. He has operated with members of 


the German Red Army Faction, the PFLP, and the Japanese Red Army. He is often 
rumored to be at one time or another in the employ of Syria, Iran, Iraq, and Libya. 
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authorities claim he was recently sighted in France, presumably plan- 
ning renewed activities there. There are also indications that the 
group euffered a split when the members left Lebanon, with leadership 
and tactics at the heart of the debate. The character of its activity in 
1983 indicates that the more militant faction has prevailed. 

In any case, despite these disruptions, the group's terrorist activity 
has been regular, with only slightly longer intervals between actions, 
and the geographic variety of the operations has been maintained. 
Only a careful comparison of current trends with previous activity 
reveals the decline in 1982-83. The ability to sustain an organization 
with such widespread activity under such circumstances reveals an 
intrinsic, persevering organizational capacity. 

The impact of Armenian terrorism has not reflected the decline in 
the number of incidents; if anything, its impact has increased. So 
widespread are the actions of the Armenian terrorist groups that nearly 
every Western country has experienced them. Their geographic scope 
is unmatched by any other terrorist group. Attacks have occurred in 
over 20 different countries; in 1982-83 alone, operations were staged in 
16 different nations, including four that experienced Armenian extrem- 
ism for the first time—Canada, Portugal, Bulgaria, and Yugoslavia. 
(The Bulgarian and Yugoslavian incidents were the first terrorist 
attacks carried out in Eastern bloc nations.) It appears likely that the 
groups’ mobility plays knowingly upon the tensions between nations 
and has made more apparent than ever the need for increased interna- 
tional cooperation when dealing with terrorist activity. The changing 
nature of the Armenian operations has captured world attention and 
has intensified the debate over the Armenian question. 


Trends in International 
Terrorism, 1982 and 1983

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ARMENIAN TERRORISM 
ASALA AND JCAG 


The two main Armenian terrorist groups, ASALA and JCAG, differ 
little in their stated aims—revenge for the 1915 massacre, recognition 
of the genocide, and reparations to survivors and kin. They also differ 
only slightly in their methods; but they differ significantly in their 
ideology. JCAG is nationalistic, to the right of ASALA, and it restricts 
its attacks to Turkish targets. It is not innovative in tactics, preferring 
assassination of Turkish officials and small, symbolic bombings. | 
ASALA, on the other hand, has a Marxist-Leninist outlook, condemns 
“imperialism,” and has attacked countries that support Turkey. Like 
JCAG, ASALA engages in assassinations and bombings, but it has also 
carried out more elaborate operations, such as a 15-hour takeover of 
the Turkish consulate in Paris in 1981 and violent assaults within 
Turkey and at Orly Airport. Both groups have operated in numerous 
countries, but only ASALA has staged retaliatory attacks against 
nations holding Armenian terrorists in prison. 

Overall, Armenian terrorist activity declined in 1982 and 1983 in 
comparison to 1980 and 1981. Ninety-four incidents occurred in the 
earlier period, compared with 56 in 1982 and 1983. One reason for this, 
decline was that Beirut-based ASALA was under siege along with the 
PLO during Israel’s 1982 invasion of Lebanon and thus had to move 
its headquarters eleewhere. (Since then, ASALA communiqués have 
frequently come out of Athens, but there is also speculation that 
Syrian guidance and support have led the group to relocate in| 
Damascus.) In addition, reports from Lebanon in late summer 1982 
announced the death of ASALA’s leader, Hagop Hagopian, after ап 
Israeli bombing raid on Beirut. However, the group is so secretive that 
this has been difficult to verify. Some reports simply deny that Hago- 
pian (probably a nom de guerre) is dead, and others allege that he is 
alive and involved in a power struggle within the group. French 
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Armenian Terrorism in the United States and Canada 


France, Switzerland, Italy, and Spain had previously experienced the 
largest proportion of the Armenian terrorist activities. But in 1982-83, 
six attacks occurred in the United States, two of which resulted in the 
deaths of Turkish diplomats. 

On January 28, 1982, the Turkish consul-general in Los Angeles, 
Kemal Arikan, was assassinated by two young gunmen, ав he drove 
from his home. The assassins waited until the diplomat’s car came to 
a halt in traffic, then approached the car on either side, emptied their 
revolvers in the direction of the driver, and fled on foot. An Armenian 
extremist named Hampig Sassounian was charged with the murder. 
His accomplice reportedly escaped to Beirut and died in the fighting 
there. Portions of the Armenian community became visibly active in 
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support of the incarcerated Sassounian, but in spite of their efforts, he 
was convicted and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The honorary Turkish consul-general in Boston, Orhan Gunduz, was 
killed on May 4, 1982, in an attack similar to that against Arikan. A 
lone gunman in a jogging suit approached the consul’s car at an inter- 
section and fired through the window before fleeing. Both attacks were 
claimed by the JCAG. Gunduz’s killer was never apprehended. 

On April 8, 1982, Kani Gungor, a commercial counselor at the Turk- 
ish embassy in Ottawa, was seriously wounded by gunmen. (Не is now 
permanently paralyzed.) ASALA, in a call to the media from Beirut, 
assumed responsibility. Four arrests were made in March 1984. Then 
Turkey’s military attaché in Canada, Colonel Atilla Altikat, 45, was 
shot to death by a gunman of the JCAG, on August 27, 1982, in 
Ottawa. 

In mid-May 1982, Toronto police arrested an Armenian on charges 
of attempted extortion; three more Armenians were picked up two days 
later on the same charge. They allegedly demanded $4,000 from one 
Armenian businessman and $5,000 from another to support the 
“Armenian cause.” The home of one of the extortion victims was fire- 
bombed less than a day after he refused to comply. Los Angeles police, 
among others, had been alerted to the danger of retaliatory activities 
on the part of ASALA; thus, increased vigilance of Canadian facilities 
foiled another bombing attempt, this one at Canadian Airlines in Los 
Angeles, 12 days later. Then in October 1982, members of JCAG 
threatened to bomb the offices of the Turkish consul-general in 
Philadelphia. This attack was also aborted. 


Armenian groups have continued to support the accused terrorists, 
and thousands of dollars have been raised to cover legal fees for their 
defense. There have been no incidents of Armenian terrorist activity 
in the United States or Canada since October 1982. 


Armenian Terrorism in France 


France has long been an attractive arena for international terrorist 
activity and has likewise been the scene of a disproportionate number 
of Armenian terrorist attacks. A large Armenian community, a govern- 
ment and people generally sympathetic to the Armenian cause, ‚and 
porous borders contiguous to five major European nations make France 
an attractive site for Armenian operations. France rarely extradites 

political offenders and has been quite lenient in sentencing. Max Kil- 
najian, held for the attempted assassination of the Turkish ambassador 
to Switzerland on February 6, 1980, was tried in France in January 


1982 and sentenced to two years. He was released almost immediately 
because of time already spent in jail awaiting trial. Four other ASALA 
members held since the September 1981 takeover of the Turkish con- 
sular offices in Paris went to trial in January 1984 amid great publicity 
and emotional demonstrations by members of the French Armenian 
community. Even though the operation had resulted in the death of a 
Turkish guard and the wounding of the Turkish consul-general, the 
militants received sentences of seven years imprisonment each. Con- 
sidering time already spent in jail awaiting trial and a liberal system of 
parole, the sentences are just as lenient as those handed down in the 
earlier cases. 

There have been 57 incidents of Armenian terrorist activity in 
France since 1975, 45 of which have taken place since 1980. Five 
Turkish officials have been murdered in Paris by Armenian assassins. 
There have been no assassinations or attempts since mid-1981, but 
other activity, primarily bombings, has continued. Nineteen Armenian 
terrorist operations were carried out in 1982-83, the latest and most 
extreme being the bombing at the Turkish Airlines check-in counter at 
Orly Airport in July 1983. Eight persons were killed and 56 were 
injured in the attack, making it the most serious terrorist incident yet 
to take place in France. The bomb had been planted in a suitcase as 
checked baggage for a Turkish Airlines flight to Istanbul. ASALA 
claimed that the bomb was meant to go off once the plane was air- 
borne. Whether this is true or not, the number of casualties and the 
timing of the bomb (either on the plane or at a peak congestion period 
in the airport) indicate a noteworthy increase in the group's determina- 
tion and willingness to harm innocent bystanders in the course of their 
campaign against Turkey. 


Eleven Armenian activists are being held as a result of the Orly 
bombing: One 29-year old has reportedly confessed to the crime. It is 
too soon to tell whether the French have been successful in breaking 
up the cell of Armenian militants based in their country. In any case, 
the most serious problem at the moment will be the expected ASALA 
reprisal attacks: Two Air France offices and the French embassy in 
Tehran have already been bombed in retaliation for the arrests. 
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Armenian Terrorism in Turkey 


ASALA and JCAG have consistently operated internationally, that 
is, outside of Turkey. JCAG claimed to have set off several bombs in 
Turkey during 1977-78, but all hut one were denied by Turkish author- 
ities. In 1982-83, two large-scale assaults were launched by ASALA 
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within Turkey, and despite Turkish censorship of the media, both 
resulted in worldwide coverage. Armenian terrorism had finally come 
home. 

The first event occurred in August 1982. In a bomb and machine- 
gun shootout with Turkish security forces, two Armenian terrorists 
attacked the Esenboga Airport in Ankara. Nine people were killed and 
78 were injured. ASALA claimed responsibility for the attack and 
stated that it was against the “Turkish fascist occupation of our land.” 
It also warned of impending “suicide” attacks in the United States, 
Canada, England, Sweden, and Switzerland if 85 prisoners held in 
those countries were not released within seven days. The group main- 
tained that two assault teams had mounted the attack and that the 
first unit had assaulted the headquarters of the Turkish military police 
near the airport, while the other took over the passenger terminal. 
ASALA exaggerated the number of casualties, claiming that the opera- 
tions had. resulted in more than 30 fatalities and 102 injuries. One 
commando, Levon Ekmekjian, who had been wounded and captured, 
was later given extensive publicity in Turkey as he remorsefully admit- 
ted his foolishness and admonished other ASALA members to give up 
their violent ways while they still had time. Ekmekjian was sentenced 
to death and was later executed by hanging. 

The Grand Bazaar in Istanbul was the scene of ASALA's second 
major attack inside Turkey. On June 16, 1983, a commando unit of at 
least two gunmen exploded several bombs, threw hand grenades, and 
opened fire with automatic weapons on a crowd of shoppers and tour- 
ists. Once again, there were discrepancies between Turkish reports and 
ASALA claims. The wire services at first indicated that two comman- 
dos were involved in the raid on the busy market, but the reports did 
not immediately implicate Armenian terrorists, stating only that 
Turkish leftists or Kurdish separatists were suspected. A news 
blackout made it difficult to determine the number of fatalities, but the 
Turkish media later reported that there were four deaths and 27 inju- 
ries. ASALA, however, claimed that as many as 25 people were killed, 
including three high-ranking Turkish officers, and that a still larger 
number were injured. 


THE CAMPAIGN AGAINST TURKISH DIPLOMATS 


The Armenian terrorists have waged a relentless campaign of assas- 
sination against Turkish diplomats. These officials have been singled 
out for both cathartic and publicity reasons. Cathartic, because such 
attacks assuage Armenian longing for revenge; and publicity-minded 


because of the maximum exposure afforded the Armenian cause. 
JCAG believes that assassinating Turkish diplomats is the only justi- 
fied form of revolutionary violence for the Armenian cause, while 
ASALA feels that any activity against any target which may further 
the cause is justifiable. There are currently strong indications that 
future strategy and tactics are being hotly debated within ASALA 
itself, with certain factions calling for escalation of terrorism, while 
more moderate members want to demonstrate restraint and concen- 
trate on Turkish targets. In any case, the assassination of Turkish 
diplomats and members of their families goes on worldwide. Of the 26 
killed since 1975, 16 have been murdered since 1980, 9 of them during 
1982-83. 

These operations, usually involving two or three gunmen stalking 
the official in his car traveling between home and work, have had a 
high rate of success. During 1982-83, there were 12 assassination 
attempts on the lives of Turkish officials. Five of them “failed,” in 
that the victims were merely wounded, but in every case, the bullets 
met their target. The assassins are rarely apprehended, although in 
1982-83 the authorities were more successful in this regard than they 
had been in the past. Arrests have been made on three occasions, and 
four suspected Armenian assassins have been captured—one in Los 
Angeles, recently sentenced to life imprisonment; one in Rotterdam, 
sentenced to 6 years in prison; and two in Belgrade, each sentenced to 
20 years. 


THE ARMENIAN REVOLUTIONARY ARMY 


In the very last days of July 1983, a newly announced group, the 
Armenian Revolutionary Army (ARA), stunned Europe and the world 
once again with an incomprehensible guicide-style operation. There 
had been some speculation that this group may be the losing side of 
the power struggle known to have taken place within ASALA, particu- 
larly in view of the indiscriminate attack at Orly Airport only a few 
days before. Others find that the ARA’s rhetoric mirrors that of 
JCAG, and they consider the short-lived appearance of this group as 
merely a tactical move on the part of JCAG to gain attention while so 
many trials of Armenian extremists were taking place. Five Armenian 
commandos stormed the Turkish embassy in Lisbon; when their attack 
was rebuffed by Portuguese guards and one of their members was 
killed, they took over the adjoining embassy residence and held hostage 
the wife and son of the Turkish chargé d’affaires. The terrorists estab- 
lished radio contact with outside authorities and announced no 
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demands. Their intention was to “sacrifice themselves on the altar of 
freedom” by blowing up the building with all its occupants. This they 
did within the hour, setting the complex on fire. Portuguese antiter- 
rorist commandos met no resistance when they charged the building 
after the explosion. The five charred bodies of the four terrorists and a 
Portuguese policeman were discovered inside. The chargé d'affaires 
escaped the brunt of the blast, his son was wounded, and his wife was 
killed. The terrorists were later determined to be young Armenians, all 
aged 19 to 21. The impact of this attack was striking. While the Orly 
Airport attack had unleashed harsh condemnations from even the 
silent, ambivalent Armenian communities, the Lisbon event became a 
symbol of the continuing martyrdom of the Armenian people in the 
face of Turkish denials. 

In spite of an overall decline in Armenian terrorist activity in 
1982-83, the scope and impact of that activity continue to increase. 
Assassinations continue and appear to be the most effective activity, 
with only a minimal rate of failure. Redoubled security for Turkish 
diplomats and the increased vigilance of foreign authorities to protect 
Turkey's representatives may thwart future attempts and may result in 
a switch to less protected targets. Bombings continue to be the most 
prevalent tactic, but they have become more lethal and their targeting 
less discriminate. Dissension within ASALA points the way to escala- 
tion in activity, as the more militant members break away from the 
more moderate and find fewer restraints on themselves as a group. 
The Orly Airport bombing is ominous in its implications, and reports 
of commando-style assaults on targets within Turkey support the con- 
tention that Armenian terrorists are more determined and deadly than 
ever. 
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Contemporary Armenian Terrorism program that was described as “the political line that the Popular 


Movement for ASALA will support, "29 The program was appar- 
ently the result of long discussions with the leaders of the various 
“popular movements” who wished to form eventually a united 
organization covering a broad spectrum from left to right. In the 
program ASALA identified its enemies as “Turkish imperialism“ 
supported by “local reaction” and “international imperialism.” 
“Revolutionary violence” was said to be “the principal means” 
to achieve the liberation of Armenian territories. ASALA would 
support those who “reject the authority of the oppressing 
classes” and would endeavor to “strengthen and expand” coali- 
tions within the “international revolutionary movement." The 
final goal was a united Armenia with a “democratic, socialist, 
and revolutionary government.” The Soviet Union and other 
socialist governments were to be called upon for help, and Soviet 
Armenia itself turned into a base for “the long people's war.” 

АЗАГА 5 hopes to become the leader of a broad, united front 
of all Armenian groups, however, foundered upon the general 
Armenian tendency toward divisive factionalism (as manifested 
throughout the past century) and specifically upon the negative 
reaction that most Armenians, including many in ASALA itself, 
had to the deadly and wantonly indiscriminate bombing at the 
Orly airport in Paris on July 15, 1983. The attack left eight 
persons dead and 54 wounded. 

Similar discontent among ASALA’s supporters also had been 
seen concerning the suicide attack conducted by the organiza- 
tion inside Istanbul's famous covered bazaar in June of 1983 and 
against Ankara’s Esenboga airport in August 1982. The Istanbul 
attack killed two (ASALA claimed 255°) and wounded about 20, 
whereas the Ankara assault led to ten deaths and 71 persons 
wounded. No doubt the Israeli invasion of Lebanon in June 1982 
and the resulting expulsion of much of ASALA's leadership from 
its base in Beirut also helped lead to the subsequent splintering 
of ASALA. 

In 1983 ASALA therefore split into two general groups: (1) 
Hagopian’s more militant faction concentrated apparently in the 
Middle East and Greece and advocated the continuation of indis- 
criminate terror in the manner conducted at Orly, and (2) a 
relatively more moderate faction, centered in Western Europe, 
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ASALA 


ASALA was the first terrorist organization formed during the 
current wave of Armenian violence. As a leftist group, it views 
the Armenian cause through Marxist lenses. Accordingly, the 
Soviet Union, as well as other “progressive” groups, is seen as 
an ally. 

ASALA has lashed out both rhetorically and operationally not 
only at its primary enemy, Turkey, but also at many other states 
or organizations that have relations with Turkey or are seen as 
somehow inhibiting ASALA’s activities. As its leader Hagop 
Hagopian declared, “ме consider to be our enemies also those 
countries which aid Turkey militarily and economically.” After 
it took credit for the murder of the Turkish ambassador in Athens 
in 1980, ASALA similarly stated, "Our enemy is the Turkish 
regime, NATO, and the reactionary Armenian forces.”44 Over . 
the years, therefore, ASALA has either threatened or struck 
targets in and of such states as France, Switzerland, Italy, Swe- 
den, and Canada, among others. 

In pursuing its aims, ASALA has claimed the leadership among 
all other Armenian groups, both terrorist and peaceful. Hagop 
Hagopian has asserted that “in five years we managed to win for 
ourselves the support of the Armenian masses and the demo- 
cratic and revolutionary forces throughout the world, "33 In the 
same interview he contended, “As for the rest [of the Armenian 
terrorists] it is evident that they moved along a trail already 
blazed by и." Hagopian went on to boast that “some of the 
leaders of Tashnag [the Dashnaks] and Henshang [the 
Hunchaks] have secretly joined ELA [ASALA].”#7 Indeed, the 
existence of “popular movements for ASALA” in such places as 
France, Canada and the United States, Iran, England, India, 
Greece, and Cyprus indicates that Hagopian’s claims might not 
have been entirely empty bombast.‘ 

At the end of 1981, ASALA published an eight-point political 
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advocated both selected terrorist strikes against Turkey only and 
increased political work.5! This second faction eventually began 
to call itself the ASALA-Revolutionary Movement (ASALA- 
RM). Two of the most prominent leaders associated with 
ASALA-RM are Monte Melkonian (alias Dimitriu Georgiu), a 
thirty-year-old Armenian born in the United States and sup- 
posedly able to speak eight languages, and Ara Toranian, the 
leader of the Paris-based Armenian National Movement (for- 
merly “Armenian Struggle”), who in April 1983 had joined his 
organization with the “Popular Movements” in Western Europe 
and North America to form the “Democratic Front. ”32 

The program of this relatively more moderate ASALA faction 
can be analyzed by a statement it released on August 16, 1983,53 
and an interview with Monte Melkonian published in early 
1984.54 Hagopian’s ASALA faction was said to have perverted 
“the path of genuine struggle, diverting it with lies, falsifications, 
threats, and use of terror” to “exploit a people and, in particular, 
the youth's revolutionary fervor and spirit to struggle.” The Orly 
bombing was denounced as a “fascist ас!" and its perpetrators 
said to be pursuing “totally anti-revolutionary, fascist, and gang- 
ster-type activities." Continuing, the statement asserted that “in- 


nocent Turkish and foreign lives have been lost by exploiting. . . ` 


young Armenian fighters.” It claimed “that by far the majority of 
ASALA members are totally against this type of activities.” As 
Melkonian explained in his interview, “Orly claimed innocent 
lives. It debases our struggle.” 

“The primary responsibility” for what was termed this “рапр- 
ster-system” was identified as belonging to “the dictator and 
gangster known as ‘Mujahed,’ better known as Hagop Hagopian, 
Mihran Mihraniari, Vahram Vahramian, and also working under 
other names.” (Ara Toranian admitted that, although he once 
travelled with Hagopian from Beirut to Paris and had been with 
him a number of other times, he still did not know Hagopian’s 
real пате.) 


Indeed, Melkonian claimed that “Hagopian has liquidated sev- 
eral of our comrades who opposed him.” The attempt to assassi- 
nate Ara Toranian,56 for example, was specifically put at Hago- 
pian’s instigation: “the car of Ara Toranian . . . was rigged with a 
bomb by Hagopian’s people,” Melkonian charged in his inter- 


view. 

In contrast to Hagopian’s faction, Melkonian claimed that he 
“wishes to reestablish the political line of the struggle.” He 
could “envisage two lines of operations: (1) mobilization of Ar- 
menians [and] (2) forging alliances with certain liberation move- 
ments, notably in Turkey and with Kurds.” Concluding, he 
declared, “Our first operations will involve striking in Turkey but 
not to the exclusion of Turkish interests in countries having 
strong Armenian communities.” Similarly, the ASALA-RM 
statement ended with the slogan: “Armed struggle and the cor- 
rect political line is the road leading to Armenia.” 

Hagopian himself apparently continues to maintain his myste- 
rious and deadly existence. In July 1982, a mere day after his 
interview over the telephone with the prominent French jour- 
nalist, Charles Villeneuve (the same person who later conducted 
the previously quoted interview with Melkonian), Hagopian was 
falsely reported by ASALA as having been killed in Beirut by an 
Israeli air raid. Instead, he apparently shifted his activities to 
Damascus, and began a working relationship with the anti-PLO 
Palestinian radical Abu-Nidal.57 


If this information is correct, it would help explain the recent 
cooling in PLO-ASALA relations. In an interview given in Au- 
gust 1982, for example, Нароргапз ASALA faction declared that 
not only had it “no links whatsoever with the PLO . . . [but] in 
fact we have some observations regarding the statements issued 
by its office in Cairo after our operations against Turkish targets 
abroad.”58 When Fatah leader Abu-Iyad (Salah Khalaf) visited 
France in December 1982, he gave French intelligence details of 
ASALA activists, including photographs. This enabled the 
French to identify Hagopian when he secretly visited France in 
April 1983 to reorganize ASALA’s infrastructure. Instead of ar- 
resting Hagopian, however, the police followed him and thus built 
up a detailed picture of his network in France. This is said to be 
the reason the French were able to arrest over fifty Armenian 
activists immediately after the Orly bombing. Apprehending 
them before the bombing, of course, would have proved more 
effective. 

Further reports indicate that the intra-ASALA violence 
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Melkonian has accused Hagopian of, however, has not been 
entirely unilateral. Apparently, two top leaders of Hagopian's 
faction, Viken Ayvazian and Khatchik Havarian, were killed at 
Melkonian's instigation on July 15, 1983, in Lebanon’s Bekaa 
Valley. Hagopian's faction then apprehended two perpetrators of 
the deed and executed them in Lebanon on August 16, 1983. The 
CIA, other international police organizations, and even some 
elements of the Armenian church were accused by Hagopian’s 
faction of backing Melkonian in this attempt to decimate Hago- 
pian's group.5? 

A supporter of Hagopian has denounced “Ara Toranian and 
his friends as collaborators with the French government against 
the Armenian people's interests.” Although admitting that 
“most of ASALA’s popular movements’ members in France” 
have joined Toranian's group, he claimed that most of the groups 
in England and North America, and none of the groups in the 
Middle East have. Toranian’s “Democratic Front” was called 
“petty-bourgeois” and, by implication. ASALA-RM members 
were censured as “reactionaries.” 

The split between the two rival ASALA groups further wid- 
ened in the summer of 1984 when Hagopian’s faction disclosed 


the names of some of its former members now allied with the ` 


Melkonian-Toranian grouping.®! All were said to have taken part 
in various terrorist activities in the past. Revealing their names 
would presumably lead to their arrest. 

Ara Toranian’s name headed Ше list. Hagopian’s faction ac- 
cused him of attempting two years earlier to murder Hamo 
Mosgofian, a Lebanese Armenian radical in Paris. When the 
French police apprehended him, Toranian was said to have won 
his release by agreeing to act as an informant. 


Hagopian’s group also accused Toranian and his followers of 
bombing an Armenian memorial that had been unveiled in 
France in April 1984. The supposed rationale for this action was 
an effort on the part of the French intelligence to appease Turk- 
ish public opinion, which had been aroused by France’s pro- 
Armenian position in the past. In addition, Toranian was said to 
have bombed the offices of the Soviet Union's Aeroflot airline in 
1980 simply to assert himself among his peers. For a similar 
reason, Hagopian’s faction claimed, Toranian even planted ex- 


plosives under his own car and then blamed Hagopian or the 


Turks or both for the deed. 
Other names revealed at this time included Mardiros Papazian 


and Charles Sansmetti. Both were accused of becoming infor- 
mers for the French police after they were arrested for various 
bombings that had caused deaths and injuries. 

Further indication of ASALA's current disarray was its rather 
pathetic effort to take credit for an apparent attempt to bomb a 
bus containing the luggage of the Turkish athletes at the Los 
Angeles Olympics in August 1984.62 When the affair was simply 
revealed to be a hoax on the part of a disgruntled Los Angeles 
policeman, ASALA then charged that the police were merely 
claiming a hoax to save their own reputation, since they other- 
wise would have seemed to have taken their extensive security 
measures in vain.63 Thus, while it is unclear what the future 
ultimately holds, it is certain that ASALA has undergone a 
traumatic split that is sorely testing its continued viability. 
JCAG (ARA) 


Although its members deny it, this right-wing, nationalist ter- 
rorist organization appears to be an offshoot of the Dashnaks.6* 
who were originally created in 1890 as the Hai Heghapokhakan 
Dashnaktsutium (Armenian Revolutionary Federation or, simply 
ARF). As probably the preeminent, historical Armenian organi- 
zation over the past century, the Dashnaks took a leading role in 
the struggles of the late nineteenth and early twentieth cen- 
turies.65 The Dashnaks also formed the government of the short- 
lived Armenian Republic (1918-1921) and have continued to exist 
in exile in such countries as the United States, Lebanon. Iran, 
and Greece, among many others, since the Bolshevik takeover of 
the Armenian Republic in 1921. 

Until 1975 the Dashnaks tended to view the Soviet Union as 
their main enemy,® although they certainly bore no love for 
Turkey. While leading a Christmas Eve procession down the aisle 
of the Armenian Church of the Holy Cross in New York in 1933, 
for example, Archbishop Ghevond Tourian was murdered by 
Dashnak “hit men” in the full presence of his congregation. The 
apparent reason was the Archbishop's support of Soviet Ar- 
menia, a concept the nationalistic Dashnaks did not accept.67 
To avoid losing its young, action-prone members to what they 
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tended to perceive as the more dynamic ASALA group, the 
Dashnaks, as mentioned above, apparently formed their own 
terrorist version after 1975. In recent years, JCAG members who 
have been apprehended or killed in action have received a tre- 
mendous amount of sympathy and prestige in the Dashnak press, 
whereas ASALA agents have been virtually ignored. Hampig 
Sassounian, who murdered the Turkish Consul General in Los 
Angeles in 1982, the “Lisbon Five,” who died in an unsuccessful 
attempt to seize the Turkish embassy in Lisbon in July 1983, and 
the two assassins of the Turkish Ambassador to Yugoslavia in 
March 1983, are cases in point.6® The Dashnak press, for exam- 
ple, reported that “а political memorial’® was held in Sts. Varta- 
nantz Church in New Jersey on January 29, 1984, for “the five 
martyrs of the Lisbon incident” who gave “their lives in pursuit 
of the Armenian National Liberation Struggle” or “Hai Таһа.” 
The event was sponsored by a Dashnak organization. “The hall 
was filled to capacity” and “most of those gathered were moved 
to tears.” One of the speakers, Unger (Comrade) Sosi Toomaja- 
nian, concluded, “when acts like this occur, we should not shy 
away from negative public opinion and harassment from govern- 
ment authorities. . . . We must carry on the struggle.” According 


to the report, similar memorials have been held for the “Lisbon ` 


Five” in a number of other cities in the United States. 


Compared with ASALA, which has held several press con- 
ferences.over the years, JCAG has led a more shadowy existence. 
This was probably because, unlike ASALA, it was not really a 
separate organization but a secret branch of the Dashnaks that 
could be publicized or not whenever or however the parent 
organization saw fit. Indeed, for reasons known best to them, the 
Dashnaks dropped the JCAG label during 1983, preferring in- 
stead now to be known as the “Armenian Revolutionary Army.” 
To analyze JCAG's (АКА) program, therefore, we should ex- 
amine the goals of the Dashnaks and the policy statements they 
make in their press as well as the few messages that have been 
issued specifically in the name of JCAG (ARA). 

“Hai Tahd” or “the Armenian Cause” of the Dashnaks is to 
reestablish an independent, noncommunist Armenia as specified 
in the defunct Treaty of Sèvres and to seek recompense from 


Turkey for the alleged crimes it committed against the Armenian 
people. (On the other hand, as a Marxist group ASALA sees the 
Soviet Union as a natural ally and would like to annex eastern 
Turkey to Soviet Armenia.) Unlike ASALA, JCAG apparently 
shunned other international terrorist connections and struck 
only at Turkish targets. After it murdered the Turkish consul 
general in Los Angeles in 1982, for example, JCAG announced in 
part, “Our sole targets are Turkish diplomats and Turkish institu- 
tions. "9 

In a recent (January 1984) theoretical analysis of what, in 
effect, was the present ARA program, Ohan Balian made the 
following observations”! There are two initial stages “through 
which a liberation movement must pass to attain its ultimate 
goals.” The first is that of “the recruitment of a support base... 
internal propaganda.” The second phase is “the problem of 
recognition on the external front . . . the process of winning the 
world over or at least forcing world public opinion to pay atten- 
tion to the cause. ...” In other words, “this is the period of 
demonstrative acts.” Although “the Armenian movement has 
not yet completed” this second stage, “the Lisbon operation . 
belongs to the advanced period of the demonstrative period.” 4 


This operation is said to have “completely reversed” the negative 
image АБАГА 5 “unnecessary bombings . . . and abortive take- 
over of the Turkish consulate of Paris” had created worldwide. 
The Lisbon operation demonstrated “that the Armenian move- 
ment pursued lofty goals” and “opened a new page in the history 
of the new Armenian Revolution.” The statement closed with the 
threat that “in the near future we will see an expansion and 
positive escalation in activities designed to bring us closer to the 
achievement of our goals.” 

Despite this attempt to tout the Lisbon affair as a turning point 
in the Armenian terrorist-campaign against Turkey, a year later 
the same Dashnak spokesman admitted that “in the months that 
followed, only a few not so spectacular or meaningful acts were 
recorded.”?2 In reality, the Lisbon operation appears to have 
been a badly botched affair.”? Since the two cars the five Arme- 
nians drove were filled with food and explosives, the terrorists 
were probably anticipating a lengthy siege, not a quick suicide. 
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Instead, when they tried to seize the Turkish Embassy, they were 
driven off by gunfire, which killed one of them on the spot. The 
remaining four then ran down a driveway and seized the Ambas- 
sador’s residence. The Turkish security guard, who managed to 
kill one of the terrorists, had been alerted moments earlier be- 
cause a Portuguese guard recognized one of the cars the at- 
tackers arrived in from the previous day. On that occasion, the 
terrorists had apparently been reconnoitering their target. 

Although a note delivered to the press later claimed that the 
death of the four remaining Armenians in a self-induced explo- 
sion represented “our sacrifice to the altar of freedom,” it is 
difficult to believe suicide was their real intention. What is more 
likely is that some type of miscalculation led to the explosion 
that cost them their lives. The Portuguese police, for example, 
believe that when the terrorists saw a Portuguese security agent 
entering the Ambassador's residence through a window, they 
threw a hand grenade, which accidentally triggered their other 
explosives. Subsequently, when the main Portuguese detachment 
occupied the building, they found five bodies, those of the four 
terrorists and that of the security agent. 
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reminiscent of the Googoonian expedition in 1890. On that occa- 
sion a Dashnak force of some 125, men attempted to attack 
Turkish Armenia from Russia. The expedition's great expecta- 
tions were soon deflated, however, when it lost its way. Further 
problems occurred when it fell into skirmishes with Russian 
border guards and Kurdish tribesmen who were seeking revenge 
for the unprovoked murder of some of their kinsmen by members 
of the expedition. Finally, before the Turkish territory was even 
reached, the Armenians were captured by Russian Cossacks and 
thrown into prison. Later they were given severe sentences and 
sent to Siberia. Despite this ignominious ending, “the Googoo- 
nian Expedition had a great effect on the Armenians. . . . Blood- 
shed became a more commonly acknowledged form of patriotic 
sacrifice, and such men as these were idealized as heroes.”74 
Shortly before they staged the Lisbon operation, the 
Dashnaks, as mentioned above, had changed the name of their 
terrorist arm from JCAG to the Armenian Revolutionary Army 


- terrorist arm have continued to decline. “The conviction of Sas- 


The ability of the Dashnak press to glorify the Lisbon fiasco is 


(ARA).75 In a “communique” ARA declared it was “a new 
militant Armenian organization.”76 Its program, however, was 
similar to its JCAG predecessor. Unlike ASALA, for example, 
ARA claimed that “Ме are totally independent of outside influ- 
ences, be it from the East or West.” In a pointed contrast to 
ASALA, ARA made clear its intention to campaign against only 
the Turkish enemy, while leaving others alone: “On the militant 
organizations from which we ask not to diversify their objec- 
tives, in order to avoid and escape attempts of manipulations 
which could easily discredit the entire Armenian armed strug- 
gle” [sic]. The communique concluded by stating АКА 5 “deter- 
mination to establish a free and independent country and to 
contribute to the development of the Armenian people.” 
Despite its change of names, the fortunes of the Dashnaks’ 


sounian [in early 1984] is believed to have struck a serious blow 
to the ARF. The party has already alienated almost all its Amer- 
ican-born Armenians, who have dropped out in recent years, 
particularly since the political organization has turned to ter- 
rorism.”77 This report added that “only a handful [of] American- 
born Armenians still remain on the roster of the party, which now 
appears to be under the control of newcomers, mostly from 
Lebanon. "78 


Undoubtedly related to the JCAG-ARA decline is a series of 
violent upheavals among the Dashnaks themselves, analogous to 
the intramural violence that also has splintered ASALA. In 
December 1982 Apo Ashjian, a high-ranking Dashnak leader, 
mysteriously disappeared in Beirut. At first the Dashnaks tried 
to blame this event on Turkish counterterror agents? but it is 
now clear that Ashjian was the victim of intramural Dashnak 
violence regarding overall strategy and the locus of ultimate 
control within the terrorist movement. Indeed, the name change 
from JCAG to ARA probably is connected to this event. 

Although the details remain murky, it appears that Ashjian 
belonged to the “left wing” of the Dashnak party and headed its 
armed militia in Beirut. He was killed because he sought to 
disregard a deal with the C.I.A. made by the “right wing” of the 
Dashnak leadership. This agreement was that there would be no 
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more JCAG attacks against Turkish targets on U.S. soil. Hrair 
Maroukhian, an Iranian-born Armenian who heads the Dashnak 
Bureau in Beirut, and Sarkis Zeitlian, a powerful member of that 
Bureau, are said to be the leaders of this “right wing” group of 
Dashnaks. Adding credence to the claim of a C.LA. deal is the 
report that Zeitlian recently was permitted to secure a U.S. visa 
and visit this country, despite the fact he had been accused of 
criminal acts. (In March 1985, however, Zeitlian himself was 
abducted in Beirut by unidentified men.) 

As incredible as this reputed C.I.A. link may seem, other 
reports indicate that as far back as the 1950s, when the Cold War 
was at its height, the C.I.A. and the Dashnaks had dealings. At 
that time, the U.S. intelligence agency apparently urged the anti- 
Soviet Dashnaks to use the Cilician See of the Armenian Church 
in Lebanon against the interests of the Mother See of 
Etchmiadzin in Soviet Armenia. The actions involved the Cili- 
cian See taking over various Armenian churches in Iran, Greece, 
and the United States that traditionally had owed allegiance to 
the Mother See, now presumably controlled by the Soviet 
Union.®! 

As if all this were not enough trouble for the Dashnaks, a long- 


violence in August 1984. An independent Armenian report of 
these events stated that “the Dashnags are openly working 
against ASALA . . . for the simple reason that another organiza- 
tion is taking a leading position in the worldwide struggle for the 
Armenian Cause, something the Dashnags have always main- 
tained to have been their exclusive mission. "82 The report added 
that “there have been numerous cases where Dashnags have 
informed on ASALA members "83 ` 

Not to be outdone, ASALA has warned, “when scores of 
intelligence agencies of major countries failed to silence us, 
would anyone expect that Armenian dwarfs would scare us?’’®4 
ASALA added that from now on it would also strike at “Агте- 
nian reactionaries”85 and called the Dashnak leaders “parasites, 
who are bleeding the Armenian people дгу."86 Clearly, the 
Dashnak terrorists have hit upon trying times. 
Operations 


Simple counts of incidents can be misleading, since one major 


simmering feud between them and ASALA broke into open ` 


terrorist attack can have a much greater effect than dozens of 
minor bombings that result in only small property losses, but 
some broad picture of the range of Armenian terrorist operations 
is still offered by such a list. When two separate counts®’ аге 
combined and a few others from recent media sources are added, 
the following pattern emerges over the time from 1973 through 
1984. Geographically, the terrorist operations have occurred on 
four different continents: North America, Asia, Australia, and 
Europe, the western part of which has seen the greatest amount 
of activity. France (37), Switzerland (25), Italy (20), Lebanon (17), 
the United States (15), Turkey (14), and Spain (11) have witnessed 
the most incidents, whereas others have occurred in Iran (10), 
Belgium (6), England (5), Denmark (4), Canada (4), Greece (4), 
West Germany (4), Austria (3), the Netherlands (2), Portugal (2), 
Australia (1), Iraq (1), the USSR (1), Bulgaria (1), and Yugoslavia 
(1). This makes for a total of 188 incidents, a figure that may be 
too low if other counts are to be credited.88 

By year, the number of incidents had been increasing from 
mere single-digit figures through 1978 to 29 in 1979, 38 in 1980, 
and 47 in 1981. Probably reflecting the loss of the Lebanese home 
base after the Israeli invasion of 1982 and the divisions that split 
the terrorists shortly afterwards, the number of incidents de- 
creased to 26 in 1982, 13 in 1983, and only six as of December 
1984, if one does not count the recent intramural violence. The 
fact that 1984 witnessed the murder of four more Turks in Austria 
and Iran, however, indicates that any requiem for Armenian 
terrorism would be premature. 

Both ASALA and JCAG-ARA have on occasion claimed the 
same operation and have used different names, so certainty of 
responsibility is not always possible, but it appears that ASALA 
has been much more active than its rival.

Terrorism was considered just and 
legitimate when they practiced it 
against the feudalists, while terrorism 
became a barbaric and criminal act 
when the poor workers and peasants 
dared to use it against their enemy, the 


STATE TERRORISM 


With the spread of colonialism, and 
capitalism’s development into imperia- 
lism, the bourgeoisie. imposed its 
hegemony over the peoples and 
resources of the world through violence 
against the domestic working class and 
even more massively against the people 
of the three continents. The pheno- 
menon of state terrorism arose as a 


result of this drive for hegemony, and 
terrorism became the salient feature of 
the imperialist state’s foreign policy. 
State terrorism takes а variety of 
forms: Nazi Germany’s campaign of 
invasions and mass extermination; US 
intervention and attacks on indepen- 
dent countries; Israeli and South 
African racist dispossession and perse- 
cution of the native pa ulation, and the 
massive terror of US-backed dictator- 
ships against their own population. 
Added to this is the terror of imperia- 
lism’s economic system which imposes 
undernourishment on the millions. 


THE ROOTS OF TERRORISM 
AMONG THE OPPRESSED 


The internal .contradictions of the 
capitalist societies give rise to another 
form of this phenomenon, which can be 
termed individual terrorism. The 
objective basis for this is the antago- 
nistic contradiction between the bour- 
geoisie and the working class. High 
unemployment generates terrorism 
within the capitalist societies. The 
individual’s social functioning is 
impaired when work is not available, 
since production is the basic activity of 
the human being. One of the many 
other causes of terrorism is changes in 
the social and cultural reality in the 
society where the individual’s character 
is formed. Constructive conditions are 
absent in a society which is full of 
exploitation, isolation, social unrest 
and instability. Not only are the 
unemployed made to feel useless’ and 
neglected, but they are made to feel as 
harmful elements in the society, infe- 
rior and of limited capabilities, a 
burden on society. This is in addition to 
inhuman working conditions that 
reduce human beings to the state of 
animals, working just to survive, 
without being given a chance to be 
productive and creative. All of these 
factors contribute to the development 
of violence and terrorism in the capita- 
list society. 

In essence, all of these material facts 
express the extent of the contradiction 
between the social mode of production 
and eprivata ownership of the means 

uction. The products of this 
contradiction are the real reasons for 
individual terrorism. The individual 
starts to search for suitable means to 
express himself outside the production 
process in the capitalist society. Out of 
such frustration, terrorist groups 
emerge. Certain types of terror groups 
may be encouraged by the ruling 
authorities, as a way to confuse and 
divert the class struggle. The social base 
of individual terrorism is drawn from 
sectors outside the framework of the 
relations of production - the lumpen- 
proletariat and the unemployed. The 
proletariat that assumes its position 
within the relations of production, 
rejects terrorism as a form of struggle 
against oppression and exploitation, 
considering it a struggle among indivi- 
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duals, isolated from the masses. 

There are other social components of 
individual terrorism which stem from 
the petit bourgeoisie, students and 
intellectuals. As a result of the centra- 
lization of capitalist production and 
unfair economic competition, strata of 
the petit bourgeoisie are forced to join 
the ranks of the working class, Because 
they are forced into the working class, 
they do not necessarily develop working 
class awareness.Some of them may take 
a nihilistic position and use adventu- 
rous methods, violence and terrorism 
without revolutionary aims, as a means 
to escape from this reality. 

These are the reasons behind indivi- 
dual terrorism. Such an inhuman acti- 
vity does not exist in socialist societies; 
the socialist society does not suffer the 
crises of capitalism; the big bourgeoisie 
does not exist, and the petit bourgeoisie 
has been transformed to the position of 
the proletariat and the working people. 


TERRORISM AND 
PROPAGANDA 


Imperialism uses all its resources to 
control the minds of the people and 
direct them as it wants, through the 
media. The entire system, through 
social and psychological propaganda, 
aims to divert individuals from their 
humanity, by trying to portray the 
bourgeois society’s values as perfect 
and eternal, This propaganda aims to 
show that individuals who attack or 
contradict these values are abnormal, 
eliciting a negative reaction to any 
revolutionary act in the world. At the 
same time, the bourgeoisie’s terrorism 
is justified as necessary to defend and 
protect the principles of capitalist 
‘democracy’. 


RIGHTIST AND ‘LEFTIST’ 
TERRORISM 


The imperialists divide terrorism into 
two kinds: rightist and ‘leftist’. 
Marxist-Leninists reject this termino- 
logy, but differentiate between revolu- 
tionary violence and terrorism. Accor- 
ding to Lenin, «Revolutionary violence 
is a tactic which involves organizing 
political assassinations, accompanying 
the revolutionary struggle of the 
masses. Revolutionary violence is not 
the Qpportunist terrorism that is totally 
unrelated to the core of Marxism. Not 
only is opportunist terrorism an iso- 
lated and rejected step, but it brings 
about no advances in socialist 
tactics.» @) 

The methods used in contemporary 
individual terrorism were historically 
used by the anarchists in the first stage 
of the labor movement’s struggle. 
Despite the illusions and subjectivity of 
these anarchists, anarchism was a 
weapon to be wielded in the face of the 
capitalist system. This radical confron- 
tation of the whole of the capitalist 
society was sometimes characterized by 
heroism and selflessness. In essence, 


. taking into consideration the balance of 


however, it did not go beyond the petit 
bourgeoisie ideology; it was characte- 
rized by impatience and inability to 
confront the effects of the crisis of the 
bourgeois society. Lenin indicated this 
by saying, «Anarchism is an inverted 
form of the bourgeois ideology.»() 

Therefore, it is necessary that the 
present definition of ‘terrorism’ be 
based on scientific Marxist-Leninist 
understanding, taking into considera- 
tion the class character of all so-called 
terrorist acts, and specifying their aims. 
The bourgeoisie defines every militant 
act as terrorism. The entire bourgeois 
media is activated against all revolu- 
tionary military practices that are in the 
interests of the masses, whereas this 
same media supports the criminal acts 
of actual terrorist groups. 

The history of the international 
revolutionary movement has concretely 
proven that in certain moments of the 
struggle, when the masses of the wor- 
kers are not politically aware, so-called 
terrorist acts can have important poli- 
tical effects that accelerate the subjec- 
tive conditions of the struggle. Lenin 
said, «The wish to deny the value of 
single, heroic blows is far from our 
thinking, but it is our duty to struggle 
hard against those who practice aimless 
terrorism. It is also our duty to struggle 
against the trend that considers terror- 
ism a basic method of struggle.»(4) 

One cannot categorize an isolated 
strike as a purely terrorist act. If there 
is a political motive, justified by the 
historical conditions and the interests 
of the workers, and especially if the 
balance of forces is nat in favor of the 
revolutionary forces, then the revolu- 
tionary act transcends its moral value. 
It becomes a means of mass agitation 
and mobilization in the revolutionary 
process. We shall always remember 
when a group of Russian revolutiona- 
ries invaded one of the Czar’s prisons in 
1905. Lenin then said with enthusiasm: 
«This is an honorable victory. This is 
the real victory after a bloody battle 
with an enemy armed to the teeth. This 
is not an attack against any hated 
figure. This is not a shameful act, and it 
is not an impatient outlet... This is the 
beginning that prepares and equips, 


forces. It is the beginning of the acts of 
the vanguard factions of the revolution- 
ary army.»6) 


This Leninist analysis applies to the 
revolutionary acts of Castro and the 
Cuban. revolutionaries when they 
invaded the Moncada garrison. While 
in prison, Castro drew up a correct 
revolutionary tactic concerning the 
means of struggle against Batista’s 
reactionary authority. He explained in 
one of his letters, «Now, if there are 
men among us who are trigger-happy 
and ready to deal with the devil to get a 
gun, they should be purged from our 
ranks with no second thoughts! Also 
those cowards who retreat at the deci- 
sive moments of battle should be done 


away with immediately. In general, 
those people are impatient, but we, the 
true revolutionaries, don’t want anar- 
chists... within our ranks. We want 
men who are aware of their historical 
destiny, who know when to be patient 
and when not to be, and how to plan 
the future of their homeland in a scien- 
tific manner.» г 


TERRORISM AND ZIONISM 


Imperialism and Zionism consider 
any armed struggle as terrorism, to be 
fought. They consider any national 
liberation movement as terrorist, ille- 
gitimate and internationally banned. 
Under this cover, imperialism and 
Zionism attempt to misrepresent the 
nature of the aid which the national 
liberation movements receive from the 
Progressive and socialist movements 
and peoples of the world. The imperia- 
list and Zionists also try to distort the 
noble causes and goals of the revolu- 
tionary struggle. The PLO, the inter- 
nationally recognized, sole, legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian revo- 
lution, is nothing more than a terrorist 
organization from their point of view. 
According to imperialism and Zionism, 
it should be destroyed since it is illegi- 
timate. For this reason, the Zionist 
enemy tries, with propaganda and lies, 
to justify its fascist, aggressive policies 
and terrorism against the Palestinian 
people everywhere, The butcher of 
Lebanon, Ariel Sharon, confirmed: 
«We have to fight terrorism on the scale 
of all continents, 365 days a year, day 
and night, within our borders and the 
borders of all countries all over the 
world, We should wage a firm, well- 
planned and endless war against terror- 
ists. If we do not prepare ourselves for 
this war soon, the phenomenon of ter- 
rorism will quickly spread inside and 
outside our borders.»(’) 

At the same time, we find that impe- 
rialism and its allies, especially, Zio- 
nism, are searching for combat 
methods of added force, and employing 
terrorist methods of violence. 


THE DEFINITION OF 
TERRORISM 


In an attempt to define international 
terrorism, the special committee affi- 
liated with the UN had to deal with two 
main interpretations. One was very 
limited; the other was broader. Impe- 
rialism and Zionism describe any act 
against imperialism, Zionism or reac- 
tion as a terrorist act. This contradicts 
the real definition of terrorism and 
international public opinion. Until 
now, there is not one formula for defi- 
ning terrorism that is agreed upon by 
all. What is confirmed, as principled 
and just, is that the UN recognized the 
PLO as the sole, legitimate representa- 
tive of the Palestinian people wherever 
they may be, branding ‘Israel’ and 
Zionism as racist and expansionist. 
Imperialism and Zionism worked hard 
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to prevent the approval of any legal or 
international formula for defining ter- 
rorism; they vetoed all suggestions by 
the socialist and non-aligned countries. 

The UN General Assembly also 
adopted a resolution in 1974, concer- 
ning the definition of aggression. The 
resolution recognized the right of all 
peoples to employ all forms of struggle, 
including armed struggle, in order to 
gain freedom, independence and self- 
determination. Thus, the UN differen- 
tiated between terrorism and armed 
struggle based on such goals. 

Terrorism is any criminal act that is 
practiced without any right. This 
applies to Zionism, that employs 
international terrorism to achieve its 
goals and foreign policy, by illegal 
means. The Zionists make this clear, as 
when Peres said: «Israel has to hit any 
place where terrorists exist. Israel has 
the right to destroy their plans and 
methods and to completely destroy 
their morale, and to hunt them as fish 
in the sea.»(8) 

Imperialists, Zionists and other ter- 
rorists try by all means to hide the 
connection between their states’ 
aggressive policies and international 
terrorism as a tool for these policies. 
There are many examples. Israeli ter- 
rorist policies are the official means to 
annex occupied Arab land, by waging 
constant wars against the Arabs and the 
PLO. Begin said, «I call upon you to 
wage an attack against terrorists any- 
time and anywhere. We have the 
authority to wage this attack, we also 
have the necessary potential and we 
have to use it. We also have to establish 
special official organizations to fight 
the invading Arabs»(9) 

Before the establishment of ‘Israel’, 
the Zionist organizations used terror- 
ism during the British mandate in 
Palestine, aiming at evicting the Pales- 
tinians from their homeland. Between 
1937 and 1948, the Haganah, Irgun and 
Stern Zionist groups performed cri- 
minal, terrorist acts and massacres 
against the Palestinian people in order 
to annihilate them. After the esta- 
blishment of the Zionist entity, terror- 
ism officially became accepted practice 
by the state, as a ‘creative’ application 
of its racist ideology. , Terrorism, 
annexing Palestinian land, and exploi- 
ting this land by force became the sole 
means of Zionist settler-colonial 
expansion. The Zionists’ internal and 
external policies reveal the terrorist 
practices against the Palestinians. 


CONCLUSION 


1. Terrorism reached its climax with 
the birth of capitalism. In fact, terro- 
rism is one of the main byproducts of 
the capitalist system; it was one of its 
main components for destroying the 
outmoded feudal system. 

2. The economic and social contra- 
dictions of the capitalist system, with its 
class structure, create the basis for this 


inhuman phenomenon, especially as a 
result of the general crisis of capitalism. 
3. Revolutionary violence is a natural 
and legitimate right, when practiced by 
exploited peoples against imperialism. 
Thus revolutionary violence and impe- 
rialist terrorism can never be equated. 

4. Marxism-Leninism rejects terror- 
ism practiced as an aim in itself, 
without connection to other revolution- 
ary acts and forms of struggle, 
mainly, the political class struggle and 
mass struggle. 

5. Zionist terrorism is one of the 
most reactionary expressions of the 
imperialist policies. Also, the Zionist 
state’s terrorism against the Palestinian 
people is one of the most bloody and 
criminal forms of terrorism in the his- 
tory of humanity.

Powerless, the Israeli government, already 
moving ever more to the right, was forced to watch 
the PLO acquire international credibility, Abu Has- 
san’s new role as secret statesman also irritated the 
Israeli establishment, still sworn to kill the erstwhile 
Black September commander. The Mossad chafed 
when held back by the American bit. 

At a 1978 meeting of Western intelligence 
executives - after Menakhem Begin had become 
prime minister and Ezer Weitzmann defense minis- 
ter - Mossad figures put the CIA on notice that 
their hit-team's number one target was still Ali 
Hassan Salameh. "They said it in such a way", a US 
intelligence Source stated, "they almost expected the 
Americans to say, Stop your horses”. Surprisingly, 
the senior CIA executive present at the meeting 
kept silent. The Israelis may have taken that silence 
for agreement. In any case, US officials discreetly 
warned Abu Hassan. 

Carter Administration officials believed that 
US relations with Abu Hassan "weren't an inhibition 
to the Israelis. In fact, severing the PLO link to the 
US may have been 'а political benefit for the Is- 
raelis’ in addition to a simple settling of scores", 
according to a top US official quoted in The Wall 
Street Journal. Obviously, hardliners inside the CIA 
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concurred, 

For the Mossad, a green - or at least an am- 
ber - light had been given. It was clearly time to 
call out Sylvia Rafael and her confederates. 

In late 1978, according to Lebanese and PLO 
security reports cited by Life magazine and other 
sources, an apparently oldish and eccentric woman, 
who held a British passport in the name of Erika 
Mary Chambers, rented a flat in Beirut's rue Marie 
Curie. The apartment overlooked a crossroads that 
Ali Hassan Salameh traveled between the home of 
his pregnant wife, Georgina Rizk (a former Miss 
Universe), and his offices. From this flat on Jan- 
uary 22, 1979, Sylvia Rafael, now looking 20 years 
older than her 40-odd years, detonated by remote 
control a Volkswagen parked outside at just the 
moment Ali Hassan Salameh’s car passed by. He was 
carried to his grave on the shoulders of PLO lead- 
ers, including Yasser Arafat. When his coffin was 
lowered into the ground, a salvo was fired by 
Falangist fighters in Beirut's Ashrafyeh, the 
stronghold of Beshir Gemayel. 

Stansfield Turner, then-CIA director, went to 
President Carter and stated, like a gentleman con- 
trary to what he knew, that it was not at all con- 
clusive that Israelis had killed Abu Hassan. Carter,

VENGEANCE IN LARNACA AND TUNIS 


Six years passed. The PLO had to evacuate 
Beirut and moved its headquarters to Tunis. Force 
17 got a new boss, Abu Tayyeb, and took over new 
tasks, including commando duty. Abu Jihad (Khalil 
el.Wazir) became responsible for Force 17 as deputy 
commander-in-chief of all PLO armed forces. 

The Israeli-Palestinian war was now ruled by 
new geopolitical conditions. Approach of the Israeli 
seashore became a priority for the Palestinian guer- 
rillas. Cyprus, hitherto just a nest of spies, also be- 
came an important center for PLO naval operations. 

The Mossad was, of course, watching. Unwit- 
tingly, the watchers were also being watched: Some- 
body recognized Esther Paltzur as being Sylvia 
Rafael. Understandably enough. Her photograph 
had been published during the Lillhammer trial. 
Less clear is how the PLO recognized Reuben 
Paltzur, who, according to Kuwait's Al Qabas of 
October 7, 1985, had served as Mossad’s European 
station head and was variously named by sources as 
Zwi Baltsio, Zwi Balthazar and Zwi Barzel. Ac- 
cording to the Kuwaiti paper, which pretends to 
have its information from Cypriot and Palestinian 
intelligence sources, this man inspired John Le 
Carré for a character in his novel The Little Drum- 
mer Girl. The third man was said by Al Qabas to be 
Avraham Avnery, assistant Mossad director, who is 
said to have planned the 1974 murder of Abu Yus- 
suf, his wife Maha, Abu Kamal Adwan and Kamal 
Nassir. 


Did the Palestinians benefit from outside in- 
telligence, like the Israelis before them? In any 
case, Force 17 took it upon itself to avenge its 
fallen leader and his colleagues. A three-man com- 
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mando group. picked out, unfailingly, one of a 
dozen Israeli pleasure boats anchored in Larnaca 
harbor, and on October 2, 1985, went onboard, 
shooting. All three Israelis died immediately. Sylvia 
was just 50 years old when the machine-gun bullets 
struck her. 

The three members of Force 17 - two Pales- 
tinians and one British subject, who had served as 
Yasser Arafat's bodyguard - surrendered and are 
still jailed in Cyprus. 

Subsequently, on October 1, 1985, Israeli 
long-range planes bombed the PLO’s Tunis head- 
quarters, which included the headquarters of Force 
17, The purported reason for this raid, according to 
official Israeli communiques, was the triple killing 
of helpless Israeli tourists at Larnaca harbor. In 
fact, the raid was, as usual, aimed at two different 
levels: Strategically, Shimon Peres had tried to de- 
capitate the PLO by assassinating Yasser Arafat 
from the air; at the same time, Peres had to give in 
to furious demands by the Mossad’s head and exec- 
utives, who claimed vengeance for three of their 
own. Or Peres may have been influenced by a plea 
from his vice premier, Itzkhak Shamir, to avenge an 
old friend. 

At least 60 men and women were. killed and 
100 others wounded in the Tunis raid. But the 
heads of Force 17 are alive and well. So are their 
chief antagonists in the Mossad. Thus, one may ex- 
pect, in this era of renewed political intransigence 
and extremism, particularly after Shamir becomes 
prime minister, that the shadows-war shall go on.

Ideally, first of all, we want a situation 
in the Middle East that will be conducive to 
restoring — within nt borders, оѓ 
course. That is one objective. In other words, 
that Lebanon once again become an inde- 
pendent, peaceful nation, obviously in a 
close partnership with Syria; secondly, an 
end to the Arab-Israeli conflict which pre- 
supposes a solution for the Palestinians, ad- 
mittedly not an easy thing to achieve; and 
thirdly, we clearly want the Arab regimes 
that are friends and allies of the Western 
world, by definition the moderate ones, 
which are extremely fragile, to be supported 
and safeguarded — t, Jordan, Saudi Ara- 
bia, Lebanon, the Gi ‘ates, etc. That is, 
after all, American policy as well as ours, and 
that is why you are giving substantial aid to 
Egypt . . . Surrounding the whole problem is 
a panoply of Moslem fundamentalism. The 
only conclusion one can draw is that the 
West must manage this enormous crisis with 
a lot of prudence and not allow itself to be 
deflected by a few bombs going off in the 
streets of their capitals. The big bomb is not 
the one that explodes on the Rue de Rennes, 
but the one that could explode all over the 
Arab world if Arab public opinion is pushed 
against the wall. That is the real bomb. And 


latest hyperbole ... Our common objective 
here should be to prevent the stampede of 
fundamentalism ughout the region. 
France is doing its bit in this context by help- 
ing Iraq contain it. But Britain continues to 
sell arms to Iran, and now we hear the US 
does too, and they don’t even bother to con- 
ceal what they are doing.

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IV. International terrorism 


(b) Another type of terrorist action ema- 
nates from groups which are generally small but 
whose desire to use every means to destroy the 
order on which western society is based seems to 
have been exacerbated in the last twenty years. 
The fact that some of them subscribe to fascist 


rence but even if these groups act under different 
names from one country to another (Rote Armee 
Fraktion in Germany, Action directe in France, 
Prima Linea and Red Brigades in Italy, Cellules 
communistes combattantes in Belgium, unk- 
nown groups in Luxembourg, etc.), there is quite 
obviously active international complicity, at least 
within each of the two ideological families. 
It allows the exchange of hiding places, weapons, 
explosives or even persons between the groups 
and helps them to evade national police forces. 


68. In this case, it is not so much a state and 
its policy towards a specific point that are chal- 
lenged as the general direction of western society, 
liberal capitalism and the system of defence 
which ensures Europe’s security, particularly 
NATO, which are the targets. For instance, it is 
no secret that a booby-trapped car parked at the 
seat of WEU in Paris in August 1984 would have 
caused considerable damage and inevitably vic- 
tims if the firing device had worked. Other 
attacks on national or international civil and 
military installations have taken place in several 
member countries of the Atlantic Alliance which 
are also members of WEU. Political, economic 
and military leaders have been assassinated. 


70. According to certain press reports, an 
international conference of the international 
centre for the fight against imperialism, racism, 
zionism, reaction and fascism was held in a bar- 
racks in the suburbs of Tripoli from 14th to 18th 
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March 1986. It is believed to have been 
attended by official representatives from coun- 
tries such as Cuba and Syria and of political par- 
ties in power such as the Algerian FLN and the 
Bulgarian Communist Party and leaders of cer- 
tain opposition parties and various autonomist, 
separatist and revolutionary move- 
ments. Addressing the conference on 15th 
March, President Kadhafi is reported to have 
called for the creation of an international revolu- 
tionary army to wage war on imperialism, parti- 
cularly American and French, the. creation of a 
Nuremberg tribunal against zionism and the 
revolt of the 400,000 negroes in the American 
army. Among the statements by the President 
of Libya, the one to the Chad GUNT has been 
quoted, in which he said a united socialist fight- 
ing front had just been achieved, directed by the 
Soviet Union, a worldwide front consisting of 
small groups and states, revolutionary move- 
ments and political organisations and progres- 
sive régimes and revolutionary guerrilla move- 
ments. 


76. At whatever level the decisions are taken, 
it is at least apparent that they seek to weaken 
the West’s political, economic and military cohe- 
sion and therefore play into the hands of its 
enemies. These attacks concern the defence of 
Europe and are a direct responsibility of WEU, 
even if the Ministers for Foreign Affairs and 
Defence are not those who are generally called 
upon to fight terrorism. Faced with action at 
international level, consultation and 
co-ordination of information, methods and steps 
taken to fight terrorism are essential and should 
not be limited to occasional co-operation 
between police forces or the application of exist- 
ing extradition treaties. The threat must be 
assessed, areas of activity studied and counter- 
measures co-ordinated; this is a political matter 
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directly affecting the security of Western 
Europe. 


82. The many serious attacks which took place 
on 27th December 1985 at Vienna and Rome 
airports, the hijacking of several aircraft in the 
Mediterranean part of Europe, particularly the 
one on 24th November 1985 at Valetta which 
resulted in fifty-seven people being killed, and 
the hijacking of the Italian liner Achille Lauro 
brought out vast differences of views between the 
members of the Atlantic Alliance regarding the 
nature and aim of measures that should be taken 
to counter this fresh outbreak of ter- 
rorism. While the United States accused Libya 
of bearing most of the responsibility for several 
of these operations, some European countries 
considered there was insufficient proof of 
responsibility to allow action against that 
country. Moreover, the United States used 
force to oppose the implementation of commit- 


tries which had nevertheless agreed on the prin- 
dee of resisting the taking of hostages and black- 
тай. 


83. Тһе matter was tackled іп the context of 
European political consultations since on 27th 
January the Ministers for Foreign Affairs of the 
twelve countries of the European Community 
adopted a declaration on international terrorism 
condemning the governments which supported 
terrorist acts. Two countries — Greece and 
Spain — are believed to have bitterly opposed any 
explicit reference to Libya. The document com- 
prised two general commitments: 


- a decision not to export arms or other 
military equipment to countries which 
“are clearly implicated in supporting 
terrorism". The Twelve will examine 
in common the possibility of national 
measures in order to avoid a situation 
whereby such exports are hijacked for 
terrorist purposes; 

- efforts to ensure that the citizens and 
industries of the Twelve do not “ seek 
any commercial advantage from mea- 
sures in reaction to terrorist attacks and 
other terrorist activities”, a clear refer- 
ence to the non-replacement of Ameri- 
cans who were to leave Libya as a result 
of retaliatory measures decided upon 
unilaterally by the United States. 


The Twelve have also decided to intensify their 
combined efforts concerning: 


- security at airports, ports and railway 
stations; 


- control by member states of people 
leaving or entering the Community and 
travelling within it; 

- policy on issuing visas with regard to 
the problem of terrorism; 


— abuse of diplomatic immunity. 


A permanent working group is to be given the 
task of monitoring the implementation of this 
common action. Italy has proposed that the 
group study the proposal to obtain a firm com- 
mitment from all Twelve to refuse to refuel 
hijacked aircraft. Finally, the declaration con- 
demns not only “ the perpetrators, accomplices 
and instigators " but also the governments which 
support them and expresses the readiness of the 
Twelve to co-operate with all countries, includ- 
ing those of the Mediterranean, in order to 
deprive all terrorists of support, shelter or refuge 
and affirms that “states that favour or protect 
terrorists cannot expect indulgence nor can they 
expect to have normal relations with the 
Twelve ”,

Europe has no solution other than to 


organise and co-ordinate each one’s efforts. 

a Europe claiming to be united, it should no 
longer be possible for a group having carried out 
an attack in one country to be able to take refuge, 
almost without risk, in a neighbouring country, 
for each national police force to have to work out 


problems. Yet that is what is happening every 
day in spite of the modest but not unsuccessful 
efforts made in recent months. 


As President of the WEU Assembly, it is 
in accordance with the spirit and the letter of the 
modified Brussels Treaty that I have therefore 
announced my decision to ask the member gov- 
ernments of this organisation to set up a Euro- 
pean group to co-ordinate the fight against terror- 
ism (СЕСТАТ). 


This group should first centralise informa- 
tion obtained by the relevant services of 
all member countries: police, military 
security, counter-espionage, intelligence 
services, foreign affairs, in order to deter- 
mine who the terrorists are, where they are 
and what plans they have. In brief, the 
purpose is to ascertain and assess the 
threat. 
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Its second rôle would be to plan, prepare 
and co-ordinate measures taken or to be 
taken in each country in the fight against 
terrorism, so as to prevent the national 
organisation of police forces and justice 
allowing terrorists to take advantage of the 
frontiers dividing Europe to evade mea- 
sures of control, prevention and repres- 
sion. 


Finally, the formation of an operational 
unit recruited from all the WEU countries 
should allow the co-ordination of the rele- 
vant services, police forces and, as a last 
resort, the armed forces for rapid interven- 
tion against any terrorist threat, whereso- 
ever it may arise, 


A product of the political will of member 
states and having its operational unit, the 
co-ordinating group should obviously, if it is to 
be effective, maintain close relations with the 
services of member countries concerned by the 
fight against terrorism and have fast and power- 

means of communication whose 
would have to be protected. It should include 
officials seconded from each of the national ser- 
vices so as to achieve the necessary co-ordination 
in the most efficient manner. 


THE INCREASING international dimension of 
the terrorist problem has resulted in a more 
co-operative approach to the fight against 
terrorism. 

European counties are collaborating more 
closely, and wansatlantic co-operation is also 
increasing in terms of intelligence sharing 
and operational assistance. Yet deep 
differences exist among the Allies over 
Perceptions of the threat and the appropriate 
response. 

Terrorism has become a direct challenge 
to NATO with attacks against NATO 
installations and NATO-related institutions, 
including the North Atlantic Assembly. 

More recently, the US-Libyan 

confrontation had serious and wider 
consequences for NATO. 
Acts of terror are easily identified. They 
are crimes under municipal and international 
law (murder, kidnapping, arson, etc). Even 
in times of war they constitute violations of 
the rules of war as defined by the Geneva 
Convention. 

Terrorist acts are generally tied to specific 
political demands and are intended to create 
an impact beyond the immediate physical, 
damage they cause. 

The use of terror is morally and politically 
unacceptable and punishable by law. 
Therefore to bestow the label ‘terrorist’ upon 
8 group has severely damaging and legal 
implications. 

Ambiguity 

Thus an ambiguity between the freedom 
fighter and terrorist has been engendered by 
those who support terrorists’ causes. 

Freedom fighters are soldiers, albeit 
irregular ones, who wage war against 
regular military forces. They do not attack 
civilians. Terrorists, on the other hand, 
deliberately select the innocent civilian as 
their target. Terrorists violate all the basic 
tenets of international laws applicable to 
armed conflict. 

Prot Paul Wilkinson defines political 
terrorism аз “the systematic use of murder 
and destruction, and the threat of murder 
and destruction to terrorise individuals, 
groups, communities or governments into 
conceding to the terrorists’ political aims’’. 

Although a terrorist act should be defined 
by its effect rather than its cause, the 
reasons invoked by those who resort to 
terrorism should not be ignored. The 
elimination of so-called ‘root causes’ may 
contribute in the very long term to curbing 
certain forms of terrorism, but dependence 
on this approach alone would be both naive 
and ineffective. 

In the 10 years 1973-1983, 5178 terrorist 
incidents were recorded world-wide which 
left 3689 people dead and 7791 wounded. 
During the last two years, the total number 
of terrorist incidents has been increasing 
rapidly, by 30% in 1984 alone. 

US citizens constitute one of the preferred 
targets of terrorists. Although the number 
of incidents occurring on US territory 
account for less than 1% of the world total, 
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NATO is not mandated to fight terrorism, but terrorism has become 
a direct challenge to NATO. This week, at the North Atlantic 
Assembly meeting in Istanbul, British MP Bruce George presented 
а report on how the Western Alliance members аге facing up to 
the challenge of international terrorism. 


30-35% of these incidents world-wide are 
directed against the USA. 

Counter-terrorism has traditionally been 
the responsibility of national security forces, 
but changes are taking place in light of the 
wave of violence and assassinations in late 
1984 and 1985, and the accumulated 
evidence of regional co-operation among 
certain terrorist groups in Western Europe. 

Large Palestinian and Arab populations 
already living in Western Europe provide 
potential recruits for terrorist organisations 
and potential logistical support networks for 
Operational groups sent into Western 
Europe. Attacks in Western Europe tend to 
generate world-wide publicity. 

The support of terrorism by powerful 
nations compounds the challenges to the 
Alliance. The motives and goals of these 
patrons of terror vary greatly. Some seek 
simply to destabilise Western democracies, 
while others use ‘freelance’ terrorist groups 
to attack political exiles living abroad. 
Unfortunately, addressing the problem is 
very difficult because the sponsoring 
governments often operate secretly. 


Supporters 


Most commentators have identified three 
States as active supporters of international 
terrorism: Libya, Syria and Iran. 

Libya presents а particularly frightening 
problem, for unlike other sponsoring states, 
Libya does not even attempt to conceal its 
support for an estimated 40 terrorist 
organisations. 

There are at least 20 camps in Libya that 
have trained more than 7000 volunteers in 
the use of the billions of dollars’ worth of 
Soviet: weaponry. Experts estimate that 
Libya spends $US70-100 million per year in 
direct support of terrorism. Я 

The 15 April American raid on Libya did 
Not eliminate the threat of international state- 
sponsored terrorism. It did, however, 
demonstrate that support of terrorist acts 
against US interests will not be cost-free. 

As a result of the American action and 
belated but growing European pressure, it 
would appear that Libyan support for 
terrorist activity has been restrained, at least 
temporarily. 


Ever changing 
- The problem of terrorism is ever changing 
and rapidly evolving. The point may soon be 
reached where the options currently at our 
disposal no longer can be considered 
effective. There is a clear need for the Allies 
to begin now to build a coherent long-term 
Strategic approach to counter terrorism. 


> Althaugh unilateral sanctions are generally 


the development of a single all- 
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Intefnational legal efforts to combat 
terrorism have been hampered by the fact 
that some forms of political violance are 
seen as legitimate if exercised by an 
oppressed people. Ideally, the use of force 
to achieve political: ends should be 
recognised as legitimate only if such actions 
are consistent with the laws of war. Most 
anti-terrorist conventions do not recognise 
or have blurred this distinction. As a result 
there 15 а vacuum in international law. 

As a leading financial power and the prime 
target of international terrorist activity, it is 
not surprising that the USA has been the 
main supporter of economic sanctions. The 
main problem with sanctions is that the USA 
has had а very difficult time persuading its 
allies to adopt a similar policy. 


counter-productive, multilateral sanctions 
can perhaps play a key role. 

. One development in counter-terrorist 
tactics which has proved successful is the 
development of special rescue commando 
units. The countries of Western Europe, as 
а result of their long history of facing 
indigenous and international terrorism, have 
developed very дарабе special anti-terrorist 
units. The US capability in this area is 
comparatively weak. 

There is no single cause behind all terrorist 
acts, no single method of. operation 
emplayed by all terrorists, no single source 
of support for terrorist groups. This makes 


encompassing anti-terrorist policy an 
impossible task, but the following proposals 
are designed to meet thesa concerns. Some 
of these are simple and could be 
implemented almost immediately. Others 
will require long-term planning. Individually, 
each specific measure in itself constitutes 
an important element in the fight against 
terrorism. Collectively, they are designed to 
improve the overall deterrent capability of 
Allied nations.’ 

@intelligence gathering capabilities must be 
improved. Recent measures agreed upon by 
both the Summit Seven and the Trevi Group 
to improve intelligence gathering capabilities 
are welcomed and should be continued. 
Greater efforts must be made to study the 
terrorists, in order to learn more about their 
methods, mentalities and possible targets. 
@Security at airports and other potential 
targets must be a continuing priority for all 
governments. Emphasis must be placed on 
technical security measures such as 
detection devices. It is also essential that 
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security personnel receive adequate training 
and instruction on how to identify suspicious 
packages and persons. 

@Allied consultations and co-operation, 
although improving, need to be 
strengthened. A permanent framework 
needs to be established for co-operation 
among Allied terrorist analysts and 
operatives. 

@international legal instruments to combat 
terrorism must be improved. Extradition 
procedures need to be harmonised, and the 
political exclusion clause in current 
extradition treaties should be eliminated. An 
omnibus’ -anti-terrorism treaty should be 
drafted and submitted to as many nations 
85 possible for ratification. 


Committee 

Serious consideration should be given to 

the US Secretary of State's Advisory Panel 
on Overseas Security suggestion of an 
International Anti-Terrorist Committee to 
create "a political/technical interface which 
would provide public focus to the anti- 
terrorist campaign’’. Such a committee 
could also develop co-ordinated contingency 
plans and ‘‘crisis-management machinery” 
for terrorist incidents involving two or more 
nations. 
@Terrorist support systems must be 
weakened. These include funding, abuse of 
diplomatic privileges, drugs, kidnapping and 
bank robbery. Where state support of 
terrorism can be established, strong 
measures of retribution should be taken, 
including suspension of air traffic, 
restrictions on diplomats and bans on arms 
sales. 

Terrorists are finding legal methods to 
channel and invest their funds. Just as the 
USA has undertaken major efforts to trace 
the illegal profits the Mafia has funnelled into 
legitimate businesses, the Allies must move 
to reveal and confiscate the source of 
terrorist wealth. 

@Diplomatic efforts to seek a solution to 
conflicts in the Middle East must be pursued. 
Stability in the region is vital to Western 
security and will in the long term contribute 
to the reduction of terrorism. 

@Hostage rescue capabilities must be 
improved. Those Allies with relevant 
experience should consider either providing 
paramilitary hostage rescue training to those 
countries which request it or establishing a 
multi-national hostage rescue force which 
could intervene upon the demand of a 
country faced with an airline hijacking crisis.

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III. Space aspects 


38. 1986 will be one of the most crucial years 
for European space activities as the long-term 
space programmes approved at the ministerial 
meeting held in Rome in January 1985 have to 
be acted upon this year. 


39. The main decisions to be taken concern 
the configuration of the Ariane 5 launcher, Euro- 
pean participation in NASA's international space 
station, particularly definition of the Columbus 
module specifications, and last but not least the 
immediate impact of the loss of the Challenger 
shuttle on European space programmes. 


40. А: Из meeting on 27th February 1986, the 
committee was addressed on Ariane develop- 
ments by Arianespace’s deputy manager. Your 
Rapporteur does not want to go into great detail 
but would point out that in the years to come 
Arianespace will be able to offer its civil custom- 
ers пета launchers fully adapted to their 
satellites. e three different types of Ariane 
launchers now being used are all derived from 
Ariane 1 with the addition of a number of boost- 
ers in accordance with the size of the satellites 
and the number of satellites to be launched. 


41. According to the Euro; Space Agency 
e adopted in 1981, Ariane 4 is now 
under development. ESA's objective is to have 
Ariane 4 operational in 1986, Six variants of 
the Ariane 4 version are available for single or 
dual payload configuration launching of satellites 
with a weight of between 1,900 and 4,200 kg. 


42. А key element of Europe’s future space 
planning is the Ariane 5 heavy-lift launcher 
which will peo ide a payload lift capability equal 
to that of the American space shuttle. Ariane 5 
is designed mainly for launching commercial sat- 
ellites but it will also be capable of orbiting the 
proposed Hermes spacecraft. 


43. The Hermes manned space plane has been 
promoted by France as part of the long-term 
European space package deal, in addition to 
Ariane 5 and Europe's participation in the NASA 
space station. Ariane 5 can therefore launch 
unmanned satellite payloads and also the 
Hermes manned space vehicle. 


44. Ariane officials are of the opinion that for 
the orbiting of telecommunications, observation 
and scientific payloads a manned launcher is not 
needed. However, to serve the space station, 
manned missions might be essential. 
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45. The next generation space vehicle might 
be the Hotol (horizontal take-off and landing) 
vehicle which the British Government and 
industry (British Aerospace and Rolls-Royce) are 
planning to produce for the early years of the 
next century. The concept evaluation will last 
two years, starting in the second half of 
1986. The Hermes and Hotol vehicles are con- 
sidered to be complementary although they 
might compete for the same funding within the 
framework of the European Space Agency. 


46. Europe’s rôle in the space station will also 
be defined in 1986. The module known as 
Columbus proposed by the Federal Republic of 
Germany and Italy will have to be 
defined. This module would be attached to the 
station but be so designed as to be capable of 
free-flying missions of short duration. Since 
S ab and its imbrication in the bay of the 
shuttle, the European Space Agency felt that the 
module should not be dependent exclusively on 
the NASA space station programme but should 
be used independently too. 


47. The loss of the shuttle Challenger on 28th 
January 1986 has brought to the fore the ques- 
tion of whether expendable launchers such as the 
Thor-Delta or the Atlas-Centaur should be built 
again for commercial, military and scientific 


48. NASA’s space transportation system has 
to be kept moving and, if the shuttle is to be 

ounded for up to a year or more, production 
fines of expendable launchers will have to be 
reopened. 


49. Some Thor-Delta and Atlas-Centaur 
launchers are available for military communica- 
tions and other satellites. Once these have been 
used, by April 1987 new production lines will 
have to be built which may well take up to two 

ears according to General Dynamics and 
McDonnell Douglas spokesmen. 


50. If shuttle launches are started again іп a 
few months’ time, ESA and NASA will have to 
come to an agreement on price policies for 
launching satellites, especially since the dollar 
has lost much of its value. 


51. Ina letter to the NASA Administrator, the 
Director General of ESA, Dr. List, has already 
expressed his concern at the low rate of NASA 
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charges for commercial satellite payload custom- 
ers. - 
52. Pricing policy discussions have to take 
place at a high level as the risk of repercussions 
for American-European co-operation in space 
should be avoided.

53. Further to the report by Mr. Wilkinson 
(Document 1037) on the European fighter air- 

for the nineties, your Rapporteur wishes to 
inform the Assembly that the fighter aircraft 
project is not progressing as expected. 


54. During a meeting in Rome on 13th and 
14th March 1986, representatives of the United 
Kingdom and the Federal Republic of Germany 
failed to agree on design leadership, financing 
and production. The main source of disagree- 
ment is again the weight of the aircraft. The 
United Kingdom wants a plane with a greater 
air-to-ground capability and a longer range which 
would require more equipment, thus adding to 
the weight. The Federal Republic wishes to 
remain within the 9.75 ton range, whereas the 
United Kingdom is prepared to accept up to 12.5 
tons. 


55. Apart from the disagreement over weight, 
other problems are France’s request to join in 
this project nevertheless and also to discuss 
transport planes, trainers and weapon 
systems. Discussions between defence officials 
will be continued at a meeting of defence minis- 


ters in Madrid at the end of April 1986. 


56. Also at issue is a proposal by the United 
States Secretary of Defence, Mr. Weinberger, for 
transatlantic co-operation in building the new 
American fighter aircraft. This aircraft would 
ely fulfil the same rôle as the European 
fighter aircraft for the nineties. `

plane, a tential successor to the space 
shuttle. s plane is destined to fly at super- 
sonic speeds; for instance, it is expected to be 
able to link New York and Tokyo in two 
hours. It would be able to fly above the atmo- 
sphere in low earth orbit. 


61. The first contracts awarded by the Depart- 
ment of Defence and NASA are worth some 
$300 to $400 million. This will cover acceler- 


formance materials and other technology 
required for the aerospace plane. 


62. Feasibility studies will take some three or 
four years. It will have scramjet (supersonic 
combustion ramjet) engines which have been 
undergoing tests in the NASA research centres 
for many years. They will use hydrogen not 
hydrocarbon fuel. Nuclear energy might also be 
used for propulsion in space. 


63. The aerospace planes will be part of the 
space station programme which aims to establish 
human settlements on the moon by 2017 and on 
Mars by 2027. Other vehicles to be developed 
are advanced rocket vehicles. The main deci- 
sions for the total programme will have to be 
taken by 1992. 


64. Other co-operative programmes cover the 
development of helicopters, France and Ger- 
many are co-operating to build a new attack heli- 
copter and Italy, the Netherlands and the United 
Kingdom are working on a medium-sized mili- 
tary transport helicopter. Here again the differ- 
ent partners are trying to increase the 
commonality of the various versions of the heli- 
copter as the lack of commonality. causes exces- 
sive development costs. 


65. The United Kingdom and the United 
States are starting joint research and develop- 
ment on a follow-up plane for the Harrier which 
is a short take-off and landing aircraft used by 
the British and American navies.

67. One of the difficulties of collaboration 
with the United States is its concern about tech- 
nology transfer. The United States believes that 
the Soviet Union has made and is making a 


68. The main disagreement among the allies is 
over dual-use technology. The Europeans 
would like to be able to use some of this techno- 
logy for civilian purposes to produce items for 
the open market. The United States prefers not 
to put such technology to civilian uses. The 
European countries however rely heavily on 
international commerce and communication to 


keep pace with progress and there is a strong feel- 
ing that censorship could severely hamper their 
scientific and industrial development and there- 
fore weaken the alliance.
